This “ latest form of gambling de­ 
vice” as it was then described was a 
large oak concern, bigger than an upright 
piano. 
At the top was a large wheel on 
which were various colors. 
The custo­ 
mer inserted a nickel in the slot, chose a 
color and triefi to hit. 
When the first 
one was installed in W achter’s saloon on 
Twelfth street, men crowded around it 
and actually (juarrelled for turn to play. 


Tlu‘ machines were a constant tem pta­ 
tion to boys. 
Several errand boys lost 
their places and reputation for honesty 
the first v.a^ek in trying to procure money 
l(.i play the machines. 
The manager of 
a large manufaeturing concern in Kansas 
City discovered his office boy was actual­ 
ly stealing stamps, exchanging them for 
niclcels from a foreigner and playing the 
machine's. 


Today the situation is not much differ­ 
ent— or

since 
Governor 
S tark ’s order went out to clean them up. 
Sedalia youths were not immune to the 
same ti'inptation their elders ex])crienced 
40 years ago. 
School children actually 
spent their luiicii money to gamble on 
these devices, ])referring to go hungry 
3'ather than forego the excitement of pul­ 
ling the lever and seeing the wheels al­ 
most spin them for a few nickels gain.

Is the time coming when the oceans 
will be dotted with floating platforms for 
the accommodation of airplanes? 
That, 
at all events, is what is contemplated by 
the inventive genius of man. 
Los Angeles 
financiers and civic leaders are discuss­ 
ing a 3-million-dollar seadrome to be lo­ 
cated 
somewhere 
between 
the 
Pacific 
coast and the Hawaiian Islands. 
An Aus­ 
tralian 
engineer 
has 
the 
plans 
ready. 
This seadrome would rise 117 feet above 
water, be 2,000 feet long and 400 feet 
wide, and its constructimi would provide 
work for 10,000 men during two years. 
Then it would be towed to a decided 
mooring place.
